MIRKWOOD: Britain's botched(?) abdication of the western part of the board has reblrthed the 
spectre of Islam militant. Should ODE and MOS fall to the Crescent and Star , the Turks will have a 
secure western flank and can push inexorably eastward. Meanwhile the Japanese, with a secure 
eastern flank are trying to push southwest since the Dutch, with a secure southern flank, hinder 
their expansion to the south. Russia, Britain, and China (land behemoth that she is), lacking 
significant naval power, need to band together to hold the interior and Important coastal provinces. 
The French are the swing power between Holland and Japan and indeed between Britain and China. 
Upon their diplomacy (or lack thereof) hangs the outcome of the struggle.
